This fishi ia 4 feet 3 inobos in length, nod 
of the almost uniform thickBesa of the arm. 
The skin is smu3th and glistens with irides- 
cent hues of eiivor nnd gold, the darit hnzol 
back anil rniced medial lino standing forth in 
striking oontrast to tlio pale silver tint of 
the rest of Uio body. The ventral fins ore 
eilvory tipped with black, and placed behind 
the abdooneo, and the anal fins are of a 
greeoisb silvery hue. The tail ia black, 
deeply and equally lobed with a circlet of 
golden>oolored scales around the root, vrhere 
it joins the body. The dorsal prccaudal fin

Xuiwiih.standing its 
very unifl/won • like nppe;uancc its noarost 
Zoological ally is the lamily Satmonidm, but 
it forms a new genus and nio.st probably 
n totally new Sub-Jamihj of that extensive 
group. Mr. Robert Homl'ray, C.B., to whom 
scieucs is indebted fur this addition to its 
stores, observed the Qsh in the possession of 
an Italian fisherman, who caught it acci- 
dentally by his book getting entangled in its 
belly whilst it was pursniug other fish, but 
when hauling it out of the water it wa8 
seized by tho gills by another lavenons in- 
dividual of its own order and oonsidorably 
damaged. It is now on e.xhibitioo at Mr; Ben 
Griffin's, and tvill no douht be described in 
Dr. Brown's Icthyology of Vancouver Island, 
for which that gentleman has accumulated 
omple materials during his explorations on 
Ibis coast.

Bombardment of Gallao. 

Full and Interesting Fartioulars. 

Tho foUowing-.highly ioteresting descrip- 
tion of the recent attack 00 Callao, and iho 

gallant defeat of tho Spani.'h fljet by tho 
roruviiiii?, which is taken from tho Panama 
.S7cir nnd Herald, will bo perused with much 
interest : — 

The United Statp.i fiag ship Vanderbilt anH 
monitor I\loniidii"ck arrived in ilia harbiir of 
Panama on ilie evening ol tbo 12ib iost., 
having sailed from Uallao on tbe 3d. 

^y .these vessels we have the news of tbe 
result of the bombardment of Callao. 

The 1st of May, the day the attack was 
Rxpected, proved unfavorable, the weather 
being h/izy, with jiaichea of thick fog, which 
fiequiintly shut out tho view of ohjocts at a 
difiiiiice less tlian that on which tho vessels 
wen! oxpi.'clcd to ongngo tlie batteries. 

The day following, .May 2J| wna hazy, but 
witliont log or anything to prevent tho 
pron^ised bombardment. The iipanisb fleet 
had been prep&riog for tbo tight; topmasts 
and lower yards were sent down, and, in 
fact, everything aloft that could be shot 
away, nnd that 111 ight , create injury or eon- 
lasion by falling on deck was removed, lea- 
ving only tlio hulls, lower masts, and rigging 
ua a mark for the enemy. 

About it o'clock a. m., a signal was 
made from tlio Nu mancia (flag ship) to get 
under way, which was soon alter done, and 
somo time was taken io arranging tbo lines 
of attack, which were io two columns, three 
hips being in tbe one to engage tbe batter- 
ios north of Callao, and three those west of 
the city) tbe Venoedora taking position be- 
tween ilie two lines, in order to render oa- 
aislniico in tho event of any of the ships 
being disabled tiy tho enemy's fire. The 
ships of tho norilierii linn loiight the batter- 
ies heading to tho sinitliward and westward, 
or with their pnrt broaiLnide ; while tho 
others headed to tho eastward and north- 
ward, and used their starboard broadsides. 
The Numancia, Commodore Nunex. took the 
pojt of lionnr, and headed the lino to tho 
si)iiihw;ird which engaged tho must formid- 
iUiln wdik-:, viz : baltorios No.". 2, 3, 4. 5, nnd 
b ; battery So. 1 fncuil tho hay of Buena- 
vi.~ta, ami No.'. 0, 8, niul 1) were those op- 
p(i~od to the threu Irigatea on the north lino 
About noon tho action oommonci'd by a shot 
from No. 2 battery, the 0110 ino.-t to tbo 
westward of the city, which was at once ro- 
plied to by the Numanoia, and in Qye min- 
utes afterwards tbe whole line was engaged, 
both north and south. 

At Urst tho fii<i irnpi tlm battcrioa wa.s bad 
but it soon began to iiiiprovo as the guniiois 
got the range, and in Ic.-^s than half an hour 
ihu Villa do Madrid t-ot hiir lore-uod-nft 
Hiiiln and Htdoil (Hit, evidently diHiihlcd in 
lier m:u;liin',ry or boilms, lor thn pteain was

ab!o to U60 hiir iiropellur.s. .Sliu was lakoii 
in low by tbo Vencedura, and removed buy- 
ond the range of iho batteries, und did not 
again go into notion. Not lung after, the 
Berenguela stood out, and as she passed 
close to the neutral vessels, it was observed 
timt a heavy nholl hud entered Uo.r purl side, 
near tho water lino, and exploding as it 
pa'-Bi;d out at the; litarboard Hide, had torn n 
linU) which wii.i partly under watur, Tliu 
idiip was being carcoiied, and iiioii were 
over tho aide endeavoring to place canvas 
over the bole. Sho had ovidontly taken in 
much water. Sho had salilod very much by 
iho stern, and niter coming to an anchor, 
hor pomps not only were used, but men 
were oinployeil baling out tho water wiih 
buckets. .She did not go into action again. 
Tho Alinttn«a, tlio only ship left of Iho nor- 
thern onlmiin, now had to hoar iho ontiro 
brunt III ttiii lirc^ of all ilia northern batteries. 
Tho llliinc.i and lloaohicion, of tho othor 
column, both camo out to repair damages, 
which being done they took their old places 
nnd continued in them until tho engagement 
oonscd. 

After an immeneo expenditure of shot and 

shell, aud after hours of incessant firing, it 
beeamo ovident tn tho Spanish Commoilore 
thiit Im liail found inoro than he had bargained 
lor, and that driving tho I'uruviatm out of 
thoir v/oik" was a hopeless job. J'riui, baU 
Itry No. I!, with two llirue hundred poondei- 
Armatrong guns was blown up, and tho guns 
disabled ; and in battery No. C, a lour hun- 
dred and fifty pounder Blakely had been dis- 
mounted, but the other works wore uninjured, 
and thoir fire rather increased in wuiglii and 
accuracy than diminished, henco, nt about 
half-past four lio ciin.sod firing, and Htood out, 
tho I'oruvmii:! [icpiioring away at Ihu ship 
until they were nut of luuije, the monitor 
Victoria firing tho last ii:un. 

Tho oiilv .ship KoriouBly damaged was Iho 
B'^ronguela; the Villa do Madrid Imd tier 
ateam-pipe cut by a shot that killed eight- 
een men, and , wounded twooty-ona. This 
waa afierwarda repaired^ All tbo vessels 
wote hit , frequentiy, tho Blanca receiving 
loriy-two shots in her hull'; the AlinnnBa 
(piite M many. iMght nlint hoica wore seen 
in tlu< Hidii 111 till! Villa do Madrid, nnd sho 
was under firu only hall an hour. The 
Numanoia received on eigbt^rifle abot near 



not beon carried bolow early in the fight 

Aa regards tho forlificatinns nnd town of 
Callao, thoy suflerod but little. As soon as 
Iho fight was over, tho Peruvians took a short 
respiiQ ond Joinothing local, and tboii went 
to work repairing damages, which were all 
completed by midnight, anil everything was 
in readiness to cominonco again the next 
morning, should Iho uttackhavo been renewed. 
At firat llioy were uncertain as to what 
would bo Ihc result, but having proved to tho 
EBtisfaclion ol all, tboir ability to keep the 
spnnigb ships at a diBtanoe,and beat them off, 
they were far stronger on the secood day, 
than when tho fight Orsl commenced. It 
rnay bo well hero to say that tho Peruvian 
ironclads, Lon and Victoria, togelbor with 
three Kraall wooden gunboali, cnraoa unkno,vn 
took an active part in the fight and did very 
good sorvicc, espooially tho two former. 
Tho three eight-inch guns with which Ihoy 
were mounted, telling well against the 
wooden aidea of tbe Spanish ships. 

Wbon tbe Vanderbilt sailed from Callao, 
it Was reported that the attempt would bo 
again made by tho Spanish squadron, but 
thoso on board tho Uuilod States ships who 
ate good judges, seem to think that it is iin- 
possiblo lor them lo do so. Itidocd it is 
thought that they havo not nmiiiunilioii 
enough to make aootlior attempt, and it ia 
very certain that in the way of shell thoy are 
dofieieul, for in tbo action solid shot was the 
principal projectile used against tbe Per- 
uvians ; had they possessed shell, the effect 
might have been very different. 

It is bard to sprmiBe what the future in* 
tentions of the Spaniards are t the squadron 
bas beon badly defeated, and in a groat 
measure used up. They bavo no point to 
fall back upon, no baso of operation; and 
with their distance from homo, it may, and 
possibly will ho deterininod upon, to give li^ 
Iho contest and quit the ooast. Tbis is sur- 
mise only, howovor, for tbo next mail may 
bring diUerent news; but ono thing is cer- 
tain, that victory was for iha Peruvians, aud 
a glorious one; lot tbcy were not only uncer 
tain what tbe resolta would bo, but tho nm- 
joriiy of those not interested, thought that 
notwithstanding their heavy guns, tliey 
would be uiiablo tn boar tbe fire of the brood- 
sidoB of the heavy Spanish frigates, especially 
80 na tiieir guns were en barbetle, nnd tho 
gunners exposed to tho shower of shot that 
w-s rained upon them hour after hour with 
Bc.nooly any cossntion.
